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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  outstanding  achievement  and  progress  for 
the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind. 

Increased  diligence  in  acquainting  the  parents  of  blind  children  in 
Kentucky  with  the  opportunity  for  education  and  training  offered  by 
this  Institution  resulted  in  an  increase  in  enrollment  of  62%  from 
ninety-six  in  the  former  year  to  one  hundred  fifty-six  this  year. 

Considerable  increase  in  the  health  of  the  children  and  great  im- 
provement in  the  atmosphere  and  reputation  of  the  School  by  the  way 
the  children  are  treated  resulted  in  a  much  larger  percentage  of 
attendance  to  total  enrollment,  the  attendance  this  year  having  in- 
creased fifty-six  per  cent,  being  a  still  greater  increase  in  attendance 
over  that  of  last  year  than  the  enrollment  increase. 

A  complete  rehabilitation  of  the  grading  of  the  pupils  and  a 
thorough  overhauling  of  the  old  arrangement  of  instruction  has 
resulted  in  strengthening  the  obviously  weak  places  in  the  former 
system  of  education  in  this  Institution  and  in  addition  to  allowing  the 
children  to  show  remarkable  progress  in  this  year's  school  work,  has 
laid  a  firm  foundation  for  still  greater  improvement  along  these  lines 
next  year. 

During  this  past  year  a  High  School  has  been  added  with  entering 
classes  that  will  in  due  course  give  us  graduates  the  equal  of  grad- 
uates from  the  seeing  high  schools  of  the  State  and  prepare  thor- 
oughly enough  that  those  of  sufficient  ability  will  be  able  to  attend 
college. 

Our  School  won  third  place  in  the  city  in  the  State  Oratorical 
Contest.  The  Debating  Team  participated  in  twelve  inter-school 
debates.  Our  team  was  defeated  in  the  tournament  by  the  team  that 
went  to  the  finals  in  the  State  meet. 

Vocational  training  in  the  arts  and  trades  together  with  strength- 
ening of  the  courses  in  Domestic  Science  will  enable  us  from  now  on 
to  send  out  well  trained  students  capable  of  self  support. 

For  the  first  time,  every  pupil  had  a  complete  health  examination 
and,  the  work  formerly  done  in  caring  for  the  ill  having  been  greatly 
strengthened  and  improved,  the  percentage  of  illness  has  very  largely 
reduced  this  year.  Directed  athletics  contributed  its  share  while  better 
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feeding  and  the  addition  of  a  mid-morning  lunch  resulted  in  the 
children  being  sent  home  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  with  an  aver- 
age increase  in  weight  of  approximately  fifteen  per  cent  and  in  so 
much  better  health  than  they  were  received  at  the  Institution  that 
many  letters  were  received  from  grately  parents  stating  that  their 
children  were  apparently  in  most  robust  health  they  had  been  in  their 
lives. 

Development  among  the  boys  of  track  and  field  athletics  resulted 
in  the  K.  S.  B.  team  overwhelming  the  Oakdale  County  School  com- 
posed of  seeing  children. 

Among  extra  curricula  activities,  in  addition  to  the  appropriate 
observation  with  special  programs  of  national  and  state  holidays, 
many  hikes,  picnics,  and  bus  rides  were  provided  for  the  pleasure 
and  instruction  of  the  pupils.  Outstanding  in  this  was  the  Christmas 
celebration  with  a  towering  tree,  Santa  Claus  himself  to  distribute  the 
gifts  of  which  there  were  profusion,  and  a  life  sized  Easter  Bunny 
who  conducted  an  outdoor  egg  hunt  at  Easter  time  with  a  nest 
arranged  for  every  child. 

Boy  and  girl  scout  work  was  given.

For  the  cut  and  dried  Sunday  morning  "Chapel  Exercises"  were 
substituted  attendance  at  a  Sunday  School  of  a  denomination  selected 
by  the  pupil  or  his  parents.  The  benefit  to  the  children  of  contact 
with  seeing  children  has  proven  invaluable  in  their  mental  and  spirit- 
ual development.  In  this  work,  we  have  been  greatly  assisted  by  com- 
mittees from  the  various  churches. 

Groups  of  our  small  children  have  frequently  assisted  this  year  in 
the  Sunday  School  radio  program  over  the  radiophone  of  the  Courier- 
Journal  and  Louisville  Times,  WHAS. 

Rigid  economies  have  been  observed  and  changes  which  will 
greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Institution  inaugurated.  For 
instance,  at  an  expenditure  of  approximately  four  thousand  dollars, 
changes  in  the  heating  system  were  made  which  resulted  in  a  saving 
of  fuel  costs  alone  the  first  year  of  $2,518.77,  which  saving  will  be 
repeated  in  each  subsequent  year  for  many  years  to  come.  In  spite  of 
this,  the  heating  arrangements  of  the  building,  while  still  far  from 
ideal,  have  been  greatly  improved  to  the  comfort  of  the  children. 

In  spite  of  these  economies  and  the  fact  that  60%  more  children 
have  been  provided  with  food,  clothing,  instruction,  medical  care, 
and  all  the  other  needs  of  growing  children  in  the  process  of  being 
educated,  our  teachers  are  underpaid  and  it  is  obvious  that  if  the 
increases  in  attendance  at  this  Institution  which  are  actually  in  sight, 
as  a  result  of  the  widespread  knowledge  among  the  parents  of  blind 
children  of  this  State  and  the  much  higher  esteem  in  which  it  is 
being  held,  seriously  over  crowded  conditions  will  soon  be  suffered. 

This  year  the  per  capita  cost  has  been  decreased  38%,  but  in  spite 
of  this  it  is  obvious  that  if  the  State  of  Kentucky  is  to  educate  and 
train  to  be  self-supporting  the  blind  children  of  its  citizens,  a  larger 
appropriation  vi'ill  be  necessary  than  that  which  was  fixed  when  the 
attendance  of  the  School  was  smaller.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  two-fold  purpose  of  the  Kentucky  Workshop  for  the  Adult 
Blind  is  to  train  adults  to  be  self-supporting  and  to  do  work  that 
they  can  perform  and  sell  to  furnish  employment  for  such  of  those 
who  for  one  reason  or  another  cannot  well  find  employment  in  other 
places  or  in  shops  of  their  own. 

Major  improvements  in  equipment  and  far  reaching  improvements 
in  organization  and  management  this  year  have  made  it  possible  to 
give  employment  to  56%  more  men  and  women  than  it  was  possible 
to  formerly  employ. 

It  has  been  found  possible  slightly  to  increase  the  meager  pay  of 
the  blind  people  employed  but  to  decrease  the  payroll  of  the  sighted 
persons  whom  it  is  necessary  to  employ  to  assist  and  instruct. 

Entering  this  year  with  inventories  of  finished  products  so  heavy 
that  the  necessity  for  a  shut-down  of  the  plant  with  its  resultant 
distress  on  the  part  of  the  blind  dependent  on  it  for  a  livelihood, 
vigorous  selling  methods  and  far  reaching  improvements  in  manage- 
ment mentioned  above  resulted  in  the  increase  of  employment  noted, 
and  in  spite  of  greatly  reduced  selling  prices  of  the  products  forced 
by  general  conditions  and  outside  competition,  an  increase  in  sales 
for  the  year  of  twenty-four  per  cent,  ($5278.48). 

It  is  felt  that  economies  effected  and  improvements  instituted  will 
result  in  the  ability  to  employ  even  more  blind  and  to  train  still 
larger  numbers  to  go  out  and  operate  shops  of  their  own,  and  to 
become  entirely  self-supporting  without  increase  of  appropriation.
